Pursuant to preliminary amendment, claim 17 has been amended, and several claims 

cancelled. Claims 1-9, 16-19 are now pending. 

Applicants' election of Group I (claims 1-9, 16-19) is acknowledged: 

In response to the requirement to elect a specific disorder, applicants have elected 
cancer. 

In response to the requirement to elect a specific peptide, applicants have elected SEQ 
IDNO:7. 

In response to the requirement to elect a route of administration in the elected method, 
applicants have elected i.v. injection. 

Finally, in response to the requirement to elect a specific cell type, applicants have 
declined to elect such. Instead, applicants have offered that the cell type can be any that 
expresses an Hox gene. However, a species is not a genus, or vice versa. 

Election is still required of a specific cell type. Note that there are various cell types 

referred to in the specification. For example, on page 6 (paragraph 0042) various cell 

types are enumerated. Applicants could elect one of these (if deemed appropriate). 

Alternatively applicants can make the following admission: 

If a reference discloses a particular cell type, and that cell type 
happens to express one of the various HOX genes, that reference 
renders obvious any cell type that produces any HOX gene. 



If this admission is made on the record, the election requirement will be reconsidered. 
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Alternatively, election is required of a specific cell type which is displaying aberrant 
division.
